Town finds its new chief 
administrative officer

After over a year-and-a- 
half, the Town of Fort Erie 
knows who its full-time chief 
administrative officer will be. 

At Monday's regular coun- 

passed with a 4-3 vote to fill 
the top position at Town 
Hall. 

Larry Adams, with over 24 
years of municipal experi¬ 
ence, will take over the job at 
the end of the month. 

He was most recently the 
chief administrative officer of 
Huron County where he over¬ 
saw a staff of more than 600 
people and a budget that was 
close to $100 million. 

small urban, rural lower, sin¬ 
gle and upper tier levels of 
government will facilitate a 
smooth transition to the CAO 
position, says a press release 


issued by the Town of Fort 
Erie. 

As well, Adams sat on the 
board of the Association of 
Municipalities of Ontario 
where he represented the 
county caucus and served as 
health liaison for the Western 
Ontario warden's caucus. 

"My family and I are excited 
about the opportunities Fort 
Erie has to offer," said 
Adams. 

"We look forward to becom- 

community," he added. 

He takes the position after 
months of closed session 
meetings and hiring consul¬ 
tancy from an outside firm. 

All members of council said 
they will support Adams in 
his new role, but some didn't 
support the by-law because 
they are not supportive of the 
process used to arrive at this 
decision. 

Ward 2 Coun. Rick Shular 
was the first to address the 


direction he would be taking 
when it was time to vote, say¬ 
ing that he has issues with 
how this point in the issue 
had been arrived at. 

"This is just not right, the 
whole process, the way it 
played out, is unjust in my 
opinion," said Shular. 

Ward 1 Coun. Stephen 
Passero followed Shular with 
also saying that he will not 
support the by-law, even 
though he plans to work 
closely and in a professional 
manner with Adams when he 
takes over at Town Hall. 

He referred to Ron Tripp 
taking on a new position in 
St. Catharines, pointing out 
that his departmental budget 
is nearly the same amount as 
the Town of Fort Erie's entire 
operating budget.

Paul Collard 
said Adams hasn't even been 
given a chance to perform and 
that once he begins his new post, 
his credentials and knowledge 
will speak for themselves. 

"A year from now, we will look 
back and see the work this gen¬ 
tleman has provided for us," said 
Collard. 

Ward 5 Coun. Don Lubberts 
kept his comments brief. 

"Larry Adams is going to have 
my full 100 per cent support," 


said Lubberts. 

Mayor Doug Martin has been 
a vocal supporter of Ron Tripp, 
the Town's former director of 
infrastructure services, who took 
over the CAO position a year- 
and-a-half ago. 

"By the democratic process, 
four members of this council 
chose that he was not qualified 
or capable," said Martin. 

This process in my opinion, is 
flawed from the beginning,” he 

The Town of Fort Erie's trea¬ 
surer, Helen Chamberlain, will 
serve as acting CAO until Adams 
arrives for his first day.

Speedway is not the anwser to local problems, says reader 


Dear Editor, 


Do you want your chil¬ 
dren or grandchildren to 
get a full-time, year- 

family in Fort Erie? 

If you do, then you 
should be opposed to 
building the speedway in 
Fort Erie. 

I am a life-long resi¬ 
dent of Fort Erie who 
worked at Fleet Industries 
for almost 20 years before 
it closed. Since then I 


have had the great expe¬ 
rience of working for a 
number of very success¬ 
ful companies, unfortu¬ 
nately none of them in 
Fort Erie. 

I think we all agree 
Fort Erie needs perma¬ 
nent, full-time, year- 
round Jobs for young 
adults so they can afford 
to continue living in Fort 
Erie and raise a family. 

Currently young adults 
are moving out of Fort 
Erie to find work and raise 
their families. 

One of my nephews 


moved to Chatham in 
recent years for a Job. He 
has since gotten married 
and started his family in 
Chatham, not Fort Erie. 
One of my former co¬ 
workers, moved from Fort 
Erie to Beamsville. He 
liked Fort Erie and would 
have preferred to stay, 
but could not find a job. 

He started his family in 
Beamsville, not Fort Erie. 
Building a speedway in 
Fort Erie will not bring 
my nephew or my co¬ 
worker back to Fort Erie. 

A speedway in Canada 


which will provide very 
few permanent, full-time, 
year-round jobs for young 
adults. Few people work¬ 
ing for the speedway will 
collect a pay cheque 52 
weeks each year. 

I was a stock car racing 
fan and in past years I 
visited 3 large speedways 
(Charlotte, Daytona, 
Homestead) during weeks 
when there was no 
NASCAR racing taking 

I noticed immediately, 
in all three places, how 


large the facilities were, 
but more importantly, 
how empty they were. 
When I was at Daytona, 
“The World Center of 
Racing”, on a Wednesday 
in early April, there were 
approx. 10 cars in the 
parking lot. 

I suspect they belonged 
to the two ladies selling 
tickets, a few people 
working in the gift shop 
or the retired guys giving 
speedway tours (i.e., huge 
empty facility, very few 
jobs). 

I’ve read that one of 


Fort Erie’s challenges is 
the large amount of land 
which has been designat¬ 
ed as Provincially 
Significant Wetlands, 
which means land avail¬ 
able for development is a 
scarce and valuable com¬ 
modity.

would we commit vast 
acres of developable land 
to a facility that will be 
empty most weeks each 

I agree the speedway 
will create many jobs dur¬ 
ing the construction 
phase, which might last a 


year or so and will pro¬ 
vide a large economic 
impact for a few weeks 
each year, but even if the 
promoter is successful in 
booking 10 large events 
each year, that means the 
speedway and it’s 800 
acres will be essentially 
empty (42 of 52) weeks 
each year (80% of the 
time). A good example of 
this is Ralph Wilson 
Stadium in Orchard Park, 


NY where the Buffalo Bills 
play. For 8 weekends each 
year that facility is packed 
with close to 80,000 peo¬ 
ple. For (44 of 52) weeks 
each year, the facility is 
essentially empty (i.e., 
few permanent, full-time, 
year-round jobs). 

What Fort Erie needs 
are businesses and facili¬ 
ties that provide perma¬ 
nent jobs, which pay 
wages 52 weeks each year 


and can support young 
families. Businesses 
which occupy a relatively 
small footprint of land 
and thus preserve valu¬ 
able developable land for 
future opportunities. We 
need more businesses like 
Eurocopter, Aero-Safe and 
Peninsula Plastics, with 
parking lots full of 
employee’s vehicles 52 
weeks each year. 

Many of our politicians, 


development officials, 
newspaper editors and 
residents have been 
seduced by the thought of 
the “NASCAR circus" 
coming to town, the name 
“leff Gordon” and by the 
name “Canadian” Motor 
Speedway. 

If you think building the 
speedway will be good for 
Fort Erie, please step off 
of the “Speedway 
Bandwagon” for a moment 


and have a second thought 
about what Fort Erie 
needs in order to keep our 
young adults living in Fort 
Erie. Building the speed¬ 
way is not the answer.

Quality in Health Care: the Road Ahead 


Dear Editor, 

Achieving high quality in 
a health care system, as in 
any other enterprise, 
requires that the factors nec¬ 
essary for success be defined, 
measured, continually mon¬ 
itored and openly reported. 
The good news is that almost 
all jurisdictions and profes¬ 
sional bodies in Canada are 
beginning to take the quest 
for measureable high quality 
care seriously, albeit with 
emphasis on different 
aspects of the task and with 
varying degrees of success. 
There is marked but unsur¬ 
prising inconsistency across 
the country, with its quasi¬ 
independent provincial 
jurisdictions and the silos of 
professional and organiza¬ 
tional interests, but the 
report just released by the 
Health Council of Canada 
Which way to quality? Key 


perspectives on quality 
improvement in Canadian 
health care systems, pres¬ 
ents an interesting snapshot 
of the good intentions and 
the good ideas that are being 
pursued. 

In Ontario, the 2010 
“Excellent Care For All” act 
set a clear path for quality 
improvement in the health 
care system, mandating the 
development and imple¬ 
mentation of a formal pro¬ 
cess in every organization 
and hospital in the province. 
Quality-of-care committees 
must now be set up to report 
to the organizations’ boards; 


plans with clear indicators 
and targets must be devel¬ 
oped and made available to 
the health ministry and the 
public; achievement of tar¬ 
gets outlined in the plans 
becomes linked to executive 
compensation as a signifi- 
cantincentive. Requirements 


for similar activities in the 
primary care sector will fol¬ 
low as the provincial plan 
unfolds. Health Quality 
Ontario (HQO) was set up to 
direct, support, monitor and 
report on these activities. 
This whole initiative has 
raised the health care quality 
bar in Ontario and deserves 
enthusiastic support, but 
there are some awkward 
bumps in the road ahead. 

There is wide agreement 
now on what quality in 
health care means although 
how to achieve it still causes 
much discussion. In sum¬ 
mary it means timely access 
to care that is necessary, 
centered on the patient, safe, 
effective (that is, causing 
better health) and sustain¬ 
ably affordable. 

Unfortunately, not all of the 
changes required for success 
are wildly popular with phy¬ 
sicians, pohncians or even 
the public. The traditional 


fierce independence of phy¬ 
sicians must eventually give 
way to truly integrated multi¬ 
professional teams and 
organizations. Not all politi¬ 
cians have an appetite for 
the changes in policy and 
legislation that would be 
needed, and the public tends 
to be suspicious of any inter¬ 
ference with current servic¬ 
es. The quality agenda in 
any health care system also 
has to deal with the insatia¬ 
ble demand for more and 
more expensive services - 
services that often bring a 
very small benefit at huge 
cost. There are serious ques¬ 
tions about just how neces¬ 
sary are all die current con¬ 
sultations, tests, prescrip¬ 
tions and procedures, and 
these questions must be 
answered on the basis of rig¬ 
orous evidence rather than 
tradition, behef systems or 
vested interests. Sustainable 
affordability means that 


value for money is very 
much a quality issue because 
of what is called the “oppor¬ 
tunity cost” of any publicly 
provided health service, 
namely the alternative use of 
the money that could bring 
much greater benefit to 
more people. These issues 
provide ample fodder for 
debate among the health 
care professions, the politi¬ 
cians and the public alike, 
but we cannot continue to 
avoid them. 

No commentary on health 
care quality in Canada can 
avoid stressing the need for 
a cooperative national agen¬ 
da. As demonstrated in the 
Health Council report there 
have been some remarkable 
initiatives in most provinces, 
some of them quite intense 
as in British Columbia, 
Alberta, Saskatchewan and 
Ontario, but national coop¬ 
eration remains elusive. It is 
not surprising that progress 


in Canada as a whole has 
been difficult, slow and 
patchy with so many provin¬ 
cial jurisdictions and an 
increasingly disinterested 
federal government. In addi¬ 
tion to ongoing measure¬ 
ment, evaluation and adjust¬ 
ment, any successful quality 


involve the powerful moti¬ 
vator of regular comparison 
with peers. Is it unreason¬ 
able to suggest that we 
should build, as a nation, 
some shared activities, goals, 
expectations and reporting 
mechanisms in the best 
interests of high quality in 
what we still like to call 
Canada’s health care sys¬ 
tem?

AND TAKE NOTICE that any person or agency may appeal to the Ontario Municipal Board in respect 
of the by-law by filing with the Clerk of the Town of Fort Erie not later than the 17th day of April, 
2013, a notice of the appeal setting out the objection to the by-law and the reasons in support of the 
objection. Any appeal must be accompanied by the Board’s fee of $125.00. A certified cheque or 
money order in this amount made payable to the Minister of Finance must accompany the Notice of 
Appeal. 


Notice of Appeal may be filed in the name of an individual who is a member of the association or the 
group on its behalf. No person or public body shall be added as a party to the hearing of the appeal 
unless, before the by-law was passed, the person or public body made oral submissions at a public 
meeting or written submissions to the council or, in the opinion of the Ontario Municipal Board, there 
are reasonable grounds to add the person or public body as a party. 

OTHER APPLICATIONS 

An application for an Official Plan Amendment application and the adopted Official Plan Amendment 
No. 10 was approved by the Municipal Council of the Town of Fort Erie on February 11,2013. 

An explanation of the Purpose and Effect of the By-law, describing the lands to which the By-law 
applies may be found below. No key map showing the location of the lands to which the By-law 
applies is shown since the by-law applies to all lands within the corporation limits of the Town of Fort 
Erie.

PURPOSE AND EFFECT 

The Town of Fort Erie has initiated a major Housekeeping Amendment to bring the Town's Zoning 
By-law 129-90 into conformity with the Town’s new Official Plan which was approved by the Town in 
September of 2006 and the Regional Municipality of Niagara in November of 2011. In addition, this 
housekeeping amendment will recognize other minor housekeeping changes that have been noted by 
staff throughout 2012.

Ice Mountain 
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Editorial: Burroughs put 
the cart before the horse

By declaring he wants a second 
term as regional chairman, Gary 
Burroughs put the cart before the 
horse and committed the kind 
political hubris that often comes 
back to bite politicians in the butt. 

Burroughs declared last week he 
wants a second term as the head of 
the Regional Municipality of 
Niagara council, a position he has 
held since 2010. He’s a little more 
than halfway through his four-year 

The $120,000-a-year full-time 
job is arguably the high point in a 
successful political career for 
Burroughs, a businessman and for¬ 
mer Lord Mayor of Niagara-on-the- 
Lake. 

His problem is his declaration, 
while honest, is premature. 

Niagara’s regional chair is not 
elected by the public at large, the 
way a mayor is elected. 


The regional chair is selected, at 
the start of a term, from the 30 
regional councillors - more like the 
way a pope is elected from among 
other cardinals. 

By declaring his aspirations for 
another term, Burroughs has pre¬ 
sumed he will win one of two 
regional council seats representing 
Niagara-on-the-Lake, then vie to 
continue as chairman. 

In politics, a little humility goes 
a long way. Just ask Welland’s for¬ 
mer mayor Damian Goulbourne. In 
2010, Goulbourne had his own 
designs on the regional chairman’s 
job. So sure was he of success that 
he opted not to run for re-election 
as Welland’s mayor, but instead to 
pursue one of three regional coun¬ 
cil seats representing the Rose City. 
From there, he planned to catapult 
himself into the chairman's seat.
